J do not be- 
lieve the remedies suggested here to be the only adequate ones that circum- 
stances require, but I do firmly hold that if with slight alterations to suit 
particular situations they are accepted, we can still keep onrselyes safe 
from the most terrible consequences of the fast approaching crisis. 
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
